THE LATE SIR GEORGE RANDOLPR. 


Admiral Sir George’ Granville Randolph, 
K. .B,, died last month at hia residence, 70, 
Bruuswiok-placs, Hove, Brighton, aged 89. He 
waaa son of tha Rev, Thomas Randolph, of « 
Hadham, Herts, Prebendary of St. Paul's and 
Queen's chaplain, anda grandson of Dr. John 
Randolph, Bishop of London, Entering the 
Royal Navy in 1830 os a first-class Volunteer, 
he wos promoted to lioutenant in 1838, and io 
thot capacity, while serviug in the Delatus, 
commanded the barge of that vessel at. tho 
destruction of Malloodoo, a piratical stronghold 
in Borneo, August 19th, 1845. A force of 34) 
blusjackets and 200 Marines, under ‘the oom- 
mant of Captain Charles Talbot, of tho Vestal 
was employed in this operation, and the.loss an 
the Britiah side was six killed and 15, including 
two mortally, wounded. He was promoted to 
commander in the some year, and in the 
Rodney was present during _ the war, 
with Russia at the attack on Fort Con: 
stantine, Sevastopol, and other operations in the 
Black Sea in 1854. For these services ho 
received the Crimena madal with clasp, the 
‘Turkish medal, the Medjidioh of the 4th class, , 
and was mada s Knight of the Legion of Hon. 
our, a6 well as being promoted to captain, Prom 
1867.10 1872 ho served on tho Cape of Good 
Hope Station, and was then advanced to flag 
rank, commanding:a, dolaghed squadron as Reur- 
Admiral from 1873: to 1875. [n 1877 he wag 
made a Vico-Admiral, and, retiring from active 
service in 1881, became an Admiral three years 
later, Hoe had received ihe C.B.-in June, 1869, 
and in 1397, on the commemoration of Queen 
Viotoria’s Diainond Jubilee, was made a KC.B 

Bir Géorgs Randolph was a corresponding 
member of the Royal United Service Taostitution 
and a Fellow of the Royal Geographiva} Society; 
he had also written on professional subjects, « 
and published a work on uaval tactics, In ]851. 
he married Eloanor Harriot, a daughter of the , 
Rev. Josoph Arkwright, of Mark-hall, Essex.

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SANITATION OF SINGAPORE, 


PROFHRSOR SIMPSON HN CUBICLAS &C. 
Tho roportof Professor Simpson on the rani- 
tary condition of Singapore has besa published 
in Blue Book from, and we take the following 
from the Strarta Timea: ~ 
After dealing with tho situation, climate, 
and population of Singazore, Professor Sim- 
pson alludes: to the vital ‘statistics, pointing 
out that in Singapore there are three males 
to every female.
